As a result of the experiment a mov-
ing plcture machine will be purchased
for the asylum and entertalnments will
be given once or twice each week for
the benefit of all patients who are not
s0 viclent as to need constant re-
straint.

UNION MEN ROUGHLY HANDLED.

Troops Prodded Telluride Miners With
Rifle Stocks and Bayonets.
Ouray, Col, April 9.—A majority of
the union men who returned to Tellu-
ride lnst night and were forcibly ex-
pelled from the town by the troops
under command of Adjutant-Genernl
Sherman H. Bell, arrived here late this
afternoon. They were Llaken from
Telluride on a special train as far as
the Dallas divide on the boundary
line of San Miguel county, and were

forced to walk from there.

The exiles complain that they wers
badly treated by the troogm, some be-
ing mtruck with the stocks of rifles
and others prodded with bayonets,
Some, serfously injured, are under the
eare of physicians.

The local union hos offered (o roise
1000 men to preserve peace at Tellu-
ride, free of cost, but General Bell re-
Jected the offer.

WOULD MAKE FINE EMBASSY.

Fronch Want Us to Purchase Late
Queen Isabella’s Residence.
Paris, April 9—~Following the death
of ex-Queen Isabelln of Spain the
feeling Is expressed that the United
States ought to acquire her former
residence for the use of the American
embassy. It is one of the finest prop-
erties In Parls and ls immediately op-
posite the present rented quarters of
the embasay. Since France purchased
grounds for her embassy at Washing-
ton, French officlals say it would be
proper reciprocation for the United
Btates to secure her own embasay in

Paris.

RUSBIANS NOT WEAKENING.

Declare They Will S8oon Have 500,000
Troops in Manchuria.

Paris, April 9~The Bt. Peteraburg
corespondent of Echo de Parls tele-
graphs that a competent staff ofMcer
there says Russia Is not weakening
her home and frontler garrisons ow-
Ing to the war In the far east, and
that 600,000 Russian troopa will be In
Manchuria at the end of May.
